TREASON  REEUKED. 


Speech  of  Senator  Johnson  of  Tennessee. 

Tlie  Globe  contains  a  full  report  of  the 
speech  of  Andrew  Johnson  of  Tennessee,  de- 
livered in  the  Senate  on  the  Gtli  and  7th  in- 
stant. We  copy  several  strikintr  passages 
from  this  powerful  rebuke  to  the  schemes  of 
the  traitors.  The  telegraphic  abstract,  pre- 
viously published,  gave  but  an  imperfect  idea 
of  the  Senator's  positions. 

DISUNION  THE  MOTHER  OF  POMCAL  SIX; 

As  far  back  as  1833,  when  I  was  a  young  man, 
before  I  made  my  adrcnt  into  public  life,  when 
the  controversy  arose  between  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment and  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and  it 
became  necessary  for  Andrew  Jackson,  then  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States,  to  issue  his  proclama- 
tion, exhorting  that  people  to  obey  the  law  and 
comply  with  tho  requirements  of  the  Constitution, 
I  planted  myself  upon  the  principles  then  an- 
nounced by  him,  which  I  advocated  on  the  19th 
of  December  last.  I  believed  that  the  positions 
taken  then  by  General  Jackson  and  those  who 
came  to  his  support  were  the  true  doctrines  of  the 
Constitution*,  and  the  only  doctrines  upon  which 
'  this  government  could  be  preserved.  I  have  been 
uniformly,  from  that  period  to  the  present  time, 
opposed  to  the  doctrine  of  secession  or  of  nullifica- 
tion, which  is  ratherahcrmaphroditc,  but  approx- 
imates to  the  doctrine  of  secession.  I  repeat  that 
I  then  viewed  it  as  a  heresy  and  as  nn  element 
which,  if  maintained,  would  result  in  the  destruc- 
tion ot  this  government.  I  maintain  the  same 
position  to-day.  I  then  opposed  the  doctrine  of 
secession  as  a  political  heresy,  which,  if  sanctioned 
and  sustained  as  a  fundamental  principle  of  this 
government  will  remit,  in  its  overthrow  and  destruc- 
tion ;  for,  as  wo  have  seen  already,  a  few  of  tho 
States  are  crumbling  and  falling  off. 

I  oppose  this  heresy  for  another  reason:  not 
only  as  being  destructive  of  tho  existing  govern- 
ment, but  as  being  destructive  of  all  future 
con.'ederaii js  that  may  be  established  in  conse- 
quence of  a  disruption  of  the  present  one;  and  I 
availed  myself  of  the  former  occasion  on  which 
I  spoke  to  enter  my  protest  apainst  it,  and  to  do 
rouetbing  to  extinguish  a  political  heresy  that 
ought  never  to  be  incorporated  upon  this  or  any 
other  government  which  may  be  subsequently  es- 
tablished. /  took  upon  it  as  the  prolijic  mother  uf 
political  sin;  us  ft  fundamental  error;  as  a  heresy 
that  is  intolerable  in  contrast  with  the  existence  of 
the  government  itself.  I  look  upon  it  as  being  pro- 
ductive of  anarchy,  and  anarchy  is  the  next  step 
to  despotism.  Tho  developments  that  we  have 
recently  seen  in  carrying  this  doctrine  into  prac- 
tice, I  think,  admonish  us  that  this  will  be  the 
result. 

LOUISIANA  AND  TIIE  NAVIGATION  OF  TIIE  MISSISSIPPI . 

•  *  6  But  in  the  acquisition  of  Louisiana 
there  was  apother  very  important  acquisition. 
We  acquired  the  exclusive  and  entire  control  of 
the  navigation  of  tho  Mississippi  river.  We  find 
that  Louisiana  in  her  ordinance  of  secession  makes 
the  negative  declaration  that  she  has  the  control 
of  tho  navigation  of  that  great  stream,  by  staling 
that  the  navigation  of  the  river  shall  be  free  to 
thole  States  that  remain  on  friendly  terms  with 
hor.  with  the  proviso  that  moderate  contributions 
rao  to  be  levied  to  defray  such  expenses  as  they 
may  deem  expedient  from  time  to  time.  That  is 
the  substance  of  it.  Sir,  look  at  the  facts.  All 
the  States,  through  their  Federal  Government, 
treated  for  Louisiana.  The  treaty  was  inp.de. 
All  the  States,  by  the  contribution  of  their  money, 
paid  for  Louisiana  and  tho  navigation  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi rivor.  Where,  and  from  what  source, 
docs  Louimna  now  derive  tho  power  or  the  au- 
thority tOMMdi  from  this  Union,  and  set  up  exclu- 
sive control  of  the  navigation  of  that  great  stream 
which  is  ownci  by  all  the  Statos,  which  was  paid 
for  by  the  money  of  all  the  States,  and  upon  whoso 
borders  the  bio  )d  of  many  citizens  of  the  States 
has  bocn  shed?

But  to  come  back  to  thu  po.in.tai  which  the  Sen- 
ator from  Oregon  •peak)  of  the  resolutions 
introduced  by  tho  Senator  from  Mississippi 
[Mr.  Davis.]  I  had  referred  to  those  resolu- 
tions to  show  that  there  was  no  occasion 
for  this  immediate  secession,  without  giving  the 
people  time  to  think  or  uudarstand  what  wis  to 
be  done.  I  thought  so  then,  nud  I  think  so  now; 
and  I  want  to  show  what  tho  Senator's  views 
Were  then,  and  see  what  has  broug'.it  about  Buch 
a  change  upon  his  taind  since.  We  find  that 
while  thoso  resolutions  were  under  consideration, 
Mr.  Clingman  offoicd  an  amendment,  to  come  in 
after  the  t^rth  resolution,  to  insert  tho  following:

Now,  by  striking  out  the  word  "not"  it  makes 
the  resolution  read  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  existing  condition  of  the 
territories  of  the  United  States  does  require  the 
intervention  of  Congress  lor  the  protection  of 
property  in  slaves." 

Mr.  Brown,  of  Mississippi,  moved  to  strike  out 
the  word  "not,"  thereby  making  it  read  tkut  the 
condition  of  the -territories  does  require  the  pro- 
tection of  CoDgress  for  slave  property;  aud  upon 
the  yeas  and  nays  being  taken  on  the  motion  to 
strike  out  the  word  "not,"  there  wore  ycat  !>, 
nays  43. 

'■On  motion  of  Mr.  Clingman, 

"The  yeas  and  nays  being  desired  by  one-fifth 
of  the  Senators  present, 

"Those  whoso  voted  in  the  affirmative  are : 
Messrs.  Brown,  Clay,  Ivcrson,  Johnson  of  Arkan- 
sas, Yulee. 

"Those  who  voted  in  the  negative,  are  :  Messrs. 
Benjamin,  Biglcr,  Bingham,  Bragg,  Bright, 
Chandler,  Chestnut,  Clark,  Clingman,  Collamer, 
Crittenden,  Davis,  Dixon,  Doolittle,  Fitjpat- 
rick,  Foot,  Green,  Cwin,  Hale,  Hamlin,  Ham- 
mond, Hemphill,  Hunter,  Johnson  of  Tennessee, 
Kennedy,  Lane,  Latham,  Mallory,  Mason,  Nichol- 
son, Pearcc,  Polk,  Powell,  Pugh,  Rice,  Sebastian, 
Slide]],  Ten  Eyck,  Toombs,  Trumbull,  Wade, 
Wigfall,  Wilson." 

Thus,  forty-three  Senators  recorded  their  tote 
during  the  last  session  of  Congress  that  it  was  not 
accessary  to  past  a  lam  !o  protect  slavery  in  the  ter- 
ritories. The  Senator  from  Oregon,  in  connection 
with  other  Senators,  under  the  solemn  sanction  of 
an  oath,  declared  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  pass 
laws  for  the  protection  of  slavery  in  the  territo- 
ries. What  right  has  South  Carolina  lost  since 
the  last  session  ?  What  right  ha*  any  State  tost  since 
the  last  session  of  Congress  I  You  declared  that  it 
was  not  necessary  to  pass  a  law  to  protect  them  in  the 
enjoyment  of  their  property  in  the  territories;  and 
now,  foorsooth,  in  the  short  space  of  two  or  three 
moons,  you  turn  around  and  tell  the  country  that 
States  are  justified  in  going  out  of  the  Union,  be- 
cause Congress  wilt  not  past  a  fats  to  protect  them  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  property  in  the  territories, 
when  you  said  it  teas  not  necessary  !  That  is  what 
I  call  driving  the  nail  in.  [Laughter.]  I  will  re- 
mark, as  I  go  along,  that  the  eloquent  and  dis- 
tinguished Senator  who  made  his  valcdictorv  hero 
yesterday,  on  retiring  from  the  Senate,  voted  for 
that  identical  resolution.  This  protection  was  not 
necessary  then.  They  said  it  was  wholly  unnec- 
essary. But  since  that,  they  have  waked  up  to  a 
cense  of  its  necessity,  and  resolved  to  secede  if  it 
should  not  be  granted.  To  this  same  proposition 
Mr.  Albert  G.  Brown  offered  an  amendment 
Mark  you,  this  is  the  23th  day  of  May,  I860,  and 
that  is  not  long  ago : 

"On  motion  of  Mr.  Brown,  to  amend  the  resolu- 
tion by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  'resolved  ' 
and  in  lieu  thereof,  inserting  :" 

I  wish  I  had  tho  whole  continent  here  to  hear 
t:ii;  pa  agraph 

'  That  experience  having  alreadv  shown  that 
the  constitution  and  the  common  law,  unaided  bv 
statuary  enactment,  do  not  afford  adequate  and 
sufficient  protection  to  slave  propertv  :  some  of 
the  territories  having  failed,  others  having  refused 
to  pass  such  enactments,  it  has  become  the  duty  of 
Congress  to  interpose  and  pass  such  laws  as  "will 
iiffon!  t,  slave  property  in  the  territories  that  pro- 
tection which  is  given  to  other  kinds  of  property." 

That  is  a  pretty  clear  proposition.  Upon  that 
Mr.  Brown  made  an  argument,  showing  the  num- 
ber of  slaves  in  tho  territories,  aud  the  action  of  I 


}  evef  would  arrive,  it  was  then  before  Congress,:

Brown,  Johnson* of  Arkansas,  Mallory." 

There  were  only  three.    Who  said  it  was  not  I 
necessary  ?   Who  declared,  under  the  solemn  sane-  I 
j  tion  of  an  oath,  that  protection  was  not  needed  ?  j 

"Those  who  voted  in  tho  negative  are  :  Messrs. 
I  Benjamin" — 

Ah!  Yes;  Benjamin!  — 

"Biglcr,  Bragg,  Bright,  Chestnut,  Clark,  Clay, 
Clingman,  Crittenden,  Davis,  Dixon,  Doolittle, 
Fitzpatrick,  Foot,  Foster,  Green,  Grimes,  Owin, 
Hamlin,  Harlan,  Hemphill,  Hunter," — 
Hunter,  of  Virginia,  also! — 
"Ivcrson,  Johnson  of  Tennessee,  Lane." 
Ah  1    [Laughter.]   Yes,  Lane,  of  Oregon,  voted 
on  the  25th  day  of  last  May,  that  slaves  did  not 
need  protection  in  the  territories.    Now  he  will 
get  up  aud  tell  the  American  people  and  the  Sen- 
ate that  he  is  for  a  State  seceding,  and  for  break- 
ing up  the  government,  because  they  cannot  get 
what  he  swore  they  did  not  need.  [Laughter.] 
That  is  what  I  call  putting  the  nail  through. 
[Laughter  in  tho  galleries.] 

Tho  Presiding  Officer,  (Mr.  Fitch  in  the  chair) 
The  galleries  must  preserve  order. 

Mr.  Johnson.  Then,  after  voting  that  it  was  not 
necessary  to  have  a  proposition  to  protect  slavery 
in  tho  territories,  the  original  proposition,  as 
amended,  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  35  yeas  to  2 
nays;  thus  voting  all  the  way  through,  even  to  the 
final  action  of  the  Senate,  that  no  such  protection  wat 
necessary.  You  have  not  got  protection,  your 
rights,  your  equality;  and  then  you  tell  me  that  I 
have  done  you  injustice  by  defending  you  against 
the  charge  that  you  were  in  favor  of  a  dissolution 
of  the  Union  !  Even  if  you  approved  it,  it  would 
only  show  that  I  was  mistaken.  You  deceived 
mc  that  time;  that  was  your  fault.  The  next  time 
it  will  be  mine.  I  assumed,  on  that  occasion,  in 
reference  to  the  act  of  ratification  of  the  constitu- 
tion by  the  State  of  "Virginia,  that  so  far  as  I  was 
capable  of  examining  it,  Virginia  had  made 
no  lescrvation,  no  condition,  in  her  ratification  ol 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  I  had  ex- 
amined the  question;  I  had  looked  at  all  (be  au- 
thorities that  could  be  found  upon  the  subject, 
and  I  could  Gnd  no  warrant  for  the  assertion;  but 
still  the  Sonator  from  Oregon,  in  his  reply  to  roc 
spoke  with  great  familiarity  of  the  proceedings  of 
that  convention  ratifying  the  constitution,  as 
though  he  understood  it;  and  with  gieat  confidence 
said  it  had  made  a  reservation. 

WHAT  HAS  SOUTH  CAROLINA  GAINED? 

And  what,  Mr.  President,  has  South  Carolina 
gained  by  going  out?    It  has  been  just  about  as 
profitable  an  operation  as  the  shoariug  of  the  wolf 
by  the  madman.    Can  she  now  carry  slaves  into 
tho  territories?    Does  she  even  get  any  division 
of  ths*  territories?    None;  she  has  lost  all  that. 
Docs  she  establish  a  right?    No;  but  by  the  exer- 
cise of  this  abstract  right,  as  Contended  for  by 
secessionists,  what  ha-:  she  got?  ,  Oppression,  tax- 
ation, a  reign  of  tenor  over  her  people,  as  the 
result  of  their  rashness  in  the  exercise  of  this  as- 
sumed right     In  what  condition  is  her  people 
now?    They  have  gone  out  of  the  Union  to  obtain  ] 
their  rights,  to  maintain  their  liberty,  to  get  that  ! 
out  of  tho  I  nion  which  they  Could  not  get  in  it!  I 
While  they  were  in  the   Union,  they  were  not  taxed  \ 
a  million  and  some  six  or  seven  or  eiyht  hundred  j 
thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  their  uiual  expendi-  \ 
tures  to  sustain  standing  armies  and  to  meet  other 
expenditures  which  arc  incurred  by  separation. 
But  still  she  has  the  right  to  tax  her  people;  she 
has  the  right  to  institute  a  reign  of  tenor;  she  has 
the  right  to  exclude  her  people  from  the  ballot- 
box;  aud  she  has  exercised  the  right,  and  these 
are  the  consequences.    She  has  got  her  rights! 
She  has  gone  out  of  the  Union  to  bo  free,  nud  has 
introduced  a  galling  system  of  tyranny.    She  has 
£ono  out  of  lLo  Union  to  bo  relieved  from  taxes, 
aud  has  increased  the  burdens  upon  her  people 
fourfold.    All  this  is  in  ihe  exercise  of  Iter  right!

"Alpha"  to  "Omega."  (I  don't  understand 
the  meaning  of  the  words  though.)  Sir,  the 
question  to  refer,  is  a  great  and  magnificent 
question.

on the  south.  I  do  not  believe  that  he  will 
meddle  with  the  institution  of  slavery  where 
it  is,  or  seek  to  deprive  the  south  of  any  right 
she  holds  under  the  constitution.  And  I  be- 
lieve that  he  will  enforce  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  as  his  oath  of  of- 
fice requires  him  to  do,  and  as  justice  to  the 
various  sections  of  the  Union  demands  at 
his  hands. 

If  1  am  mistaken  in  the  estimate  I  have 
put  upon  the  integrity  and  patriotism  of  Use 
President  elect,  and  he  shall  seek  to  oppress 
any  one  of  the  States  of  this  confederacy, 
south  or  north,  I  shall  readily  join  the  other 
States  in  seeking  to  punish  him,  and  in  re- 
sisting his  administration  But  I  want  to 
see  the  evidence  of  this,  before  I  begin  the 
work  of  resistance — I  want  other  proof  of 
the  bad  faith  in  which  Mr.  Lincoln  intends 
to  act,  than  the  prediction  of  his  enemies. 
I  have  submitted  to  the  administration  of 
James  Buchanan  for  four  years,  and  my 
State  hasdone  so!  without. a  murmur,  and  I 
hold  that  Lincoln  could  not  afford  the  coun- 
try a  more  corrupt,  partial,  and  infamous  ad- 
ministration, if  he  were  to  try !  Lincoln  was 
elected  under  the  forms  prescribed  by  our 
constitution  and  laws,  and  without  fraud  at 
the  ballot-box,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  good 
citizens  to  give  him  a  fair  test,  before  they 
condemn  him. 

I  went  into  the  contest  against  Lincoln,  as 
did  also  my  State,  knowing  him  to  be  a  sec- 
tional candidate,  upon  a  sectional  platform, 
and  as  we  were  fairly  beaten,  we  feel  bound 
in  honor  to  abide  by  ourdcleat,  for  four  years 
to  come.

patronage  !  And  a  large  majority  of  the  free 
and  independent  people  of  Tennessee,  taking 
this  view  of  the  subject,  they  will  refuse  to 
go  out  of  the  Union  !

the  free  use  it  makes  of  the  terms  ''misrepre- 
sentation," "insinuation,"  "falsify,"  "want  of 
editorial  courtesy,"  &c,  we  supposeit  is  from 
the  pen  of  the  Inspector  General,  although 
it  is  not  unworthy  of  the  editor. 

Our  article  was  based  upon  the  official  re- 
port of  the  Quartermaster  General,  sent  forth 
from  the  Yeoman  office,  and  the  figures  we 
gave  were  those  of  the  Quartermaster,  cor- 
rectly set  down,  viz:  11,283  muskets,  3,159 
rifles,  2,873  cavalry  arms.  58  pieces  of  ord- 
nance. Does  the  Yeoman  say  this  is  incor- 
rect? No!  It  says  "only  12,000 of  the  in- 
fantry arms  are  in  possession  of  the  State, 
and  that  these  were  in  general  of  a  very  in- 
ferior quality."  If  by  "possession  of  the 
State"  the  writer  means  in  the  State  arsenal, 
lie  is  above  the  mark;  and  if  lie  has  refer- 
ence to  what  are  in  the  arsenal  and  in  the 
hands  of  companies,  he  is  several  thousand 
below  themark.  In  regard  to  the  worthless- 
ness  of  these  arms,  the  Inspector  General 
says:  "His [Quartermaster  General's]  report 
to  me  states  that  a  large  number  of  small 
arms  were  turned  over  to  him  by  his  prede- 
cessor as  worthless.  On  inspecting  the  arse- 
nal I  recommended  that  instead  of  drawing 
the  quota  of  arms  due  the  State,  the  value 
of  those  arms  be  used  in  repairing  those 
hitherto  deemed  worthless.  An  arrangement 
for  this  purpose  was  made  with  the  General 
Government,''  &C,  &c.  Now,  when  our  ar- 
ticle was  written,  these  worthless  arms  sent 
to  St.  Louis  to  have  repaired,  had  reached 
Louisville  on  their  return  to  the  arsenal,  and 
no  one  had  a  right  to  infer  that  all  the  worth- 
less ones  had  not  been  repaired.  It  is  true 
that  many  of  the  rifles  and  muskets  on  hand 
were  reported  as  flint-lock,  which  the  Inspect- 
or General  desired  to  have  converted  into 
percussion-lock,  but  these  are  not  put  down 
as  worthless.  In  regard  to  the  loss  of  any 
of  the  public  arms,  the  Quartermaster  puts 
down  12,470  muskets  as  received  from  the 
General  Government  since  the  burning  of 
the  arsenal  in  1S30,  of  which  3,927  were  re- 
corded in  the  hands  of  the  militia,  of  which 
2,613  were  in  possession  of  the  militia,  leav- 
ing 1,314  as  the  number  lost, constituting  no 
part  of  the  11,283  which  we  set  down  from 
the  report  as  available.  If  in  this  we  are  in 
error,  it  is  the  fault  of  the  Quartermaster. 

But  the  Yeoman  makes  much  to-do 
over  our  statement  that  the  Inspector  Gen- 
eral favored  the  expenditure  of  several  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  to  buy  arms,  build 
armory,  Arc;  and  gravely  informs  us  that  he 
only  wanted  9198,000,  to  which  must  be  add- 
ed a  master  armorer's  salary,  two  additional 
clerks,  and  a  few  laborer's  at  the  armory,  Arc. 
— and  yet  we  are  "ignorant,  and  falsify."  If 
gentlemen  desire  not  to  be  exposed,  let  them 
quit  writing  and  printing.
